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REVIEW OF BUSINESS CONDITIONS - ALBERTA - 1969 


The importance of agricultural prosperity to that of the 
Canadian and Western Canadian economy was becoming clearly apparent 
as 1969 closed. The drastic decline in grain sales, and the lower 
prices on the sales made, has to be felt in a lower favourable balance 
of payments, in lower sales of farm machinery, and in less favourable 
retail sales in the rural areas. 

Alberta farmer's cash income (to the end of November) had 
dropped by over 14 per cent below that of 1968; bleak prospects for 
increased grain sales do not help to alleviate the financial outlook. 

Firm prices for livestock are of no help when numbers sold can be 
increased only by depleting basic herds: such depletion would intensify 
problems later. Mineral production was 10 per cent higher. Coal 
production and sales are beginning to increase at an accelerating rate; 
increased sulphur production and sales volumes are being offset by 
sharply reduced unit prices. Manufacturing value of shipments has risen 
by nearly 7 per cent over 1968 but there are insufficient data as yet to 
determine whether there was a corresponding increase in real output or 
whether the increases are solely in rising prices. The building construc- 
tion industry activity is reflected in higher value of building permits 
issued; steady in the cities, higher in rural areas. Labour income is 
more than 15 per cent higher than in 1968, andis reflected in turn by 
retail trade (up over 9 per cent) and wholesale trade (up 12 per cent) 
figures. Public and private investment in Alberta rose to $2,434 millions 


in 1969 from $2,165 million in 1968.

MINERALS 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics estimates the value of minerals 
produced in Alberta and sold at $1,193.2 million, an increase of nearly 
$102 million above 1968, The major increases, not unexpectedly, were 
in sales of crude oil, natural gas and natural gas by-products. Although 
the volume of sulphur sold rose, the unit values dropped substantially. 


Coal export sales are expected to rise sharply in 1970/71 as shipments to 


Japan begin to increase, The value of Alberta mineral production was very 


slightly below that of Ontario.

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Capital and Repair Expenditures 
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Inflation is of primary concern in 1969. Some inflationary 
factors are beyond internal national control: since such a considerable 
proportion of Canadian imports come from the U.S. A., Canadians must 
pay higher prices or do without the goods or services they desire or need, 
The variety and ubiquity of these imports undeniably affect Canadian pricing 
policies, Banning imports would result only in black market prices. Wages 
and salary increases undoubtedly contribute to inflation - but are hard to 
condemn because, to maintain a given standard of living, income has to be 
raised to meet the unavoidably increased costs of other goods and services, 
Interest rates have been raised as a partial hedge against inflation - and 
because high rates obtain elsewhere on the international money markets 
and must be matched even to keep money in the country. Inflation is wel- 
comed by those with substantial debts whose dollar incomes keep rising - 
an ever smaller proportion of net income goes to paying off of the debts. 
Persons on incomes dependent on weather fluctuations and on weak inter- 
national markets for their products, persons with incomes which do not 
rise in parallel with rising living costs are increasingly vulnerable and 
helpless; doubly so if they have debts to pay off. 

Inflation will be halted when a wider range of Canadian output 
ceases to be accepted in foreign markets; and the cash income of more 
Canadians drops when stringent controls are placed on installment buying; 
when foreign imports are compulsorily reduced, Increased unemployment 
can be counted on to halt or inhibit the drive for higher wages and salaries, 


It should be noted that the main Canadian inflationary drives presently 
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stem from the merchandise trade sector which has to pass on the higher 
costs of imports from abroad; from the financial institutions which have 
to match or exceed the interest rates on the international markets; and 
from those governments which finance expensive (however beneficial) 
programmes and projects on monies not raised through taxes. 

The 1970 outlook for increased grain sales, while uncertain, is 
not bright. Livestock prices will likely remain firm. 

The general outlook for production of minerals of the types found 
in Alberta is very good indeed. Output of the fuels - coal, oil, natural 
gas, will increase significantly. 

As noted earlier significant increases are expected in several 
manufacturing industrial groups, with general firmness throughout. Since 
such a large proportion of Alberta manufactured products are sold and 
utilized regionally, output and increases in output are related to general 
regional economic prosperity: with the exception of some grain crop 
dependent localities the regional outlook is very good. 

The demand and necessity for construction activity has not abated: 
if anything pressures are increasing. Difficulties in financing are the 
main factors forcing any slowdown. There is little doubt that the 1970 
volume will exceed that of the past two years. | 


As the decade of the 1970's begins it is apparent that the province 


is still riding the crest of a wave of developments.
